trous fire which ever visited the vil- 
lage of Hebron nine miles southwest 
of Newark, was that this morning, 
which practically wiped out the en- 
tire 'business portion of the thriving 
town and destroyed 
several resi-

Quite a number of men who are em 


ployed by the 
Columbus, Buckeye 


. Lake and Newark Traction Co., room 


in Hebron, and to their heroic efforts 
is due the fact that the fire did not 
further spread. 


'About f 1:30 o'clock 
this morning, 


Mr. and Mrs. Joseph W. Bartholow, 
who now live in Hebron, but were 
formerly residents of Newark, were 
aroused by the crackling of flames and 
upon investigation it was found that 
a fire had gained considerable head- 
way in the rear of S. H. Rosebrough's 
general store on Main street. Mrs. 
Mary "smith of the Arlington House, 
discovered the fire about thev same 
time. 


The 
alarm was given by cries of 


"fire" and also by the ringing of the 
school bell, and soon the entire vil- 
lage was on the scene, and every ef- 
fort was made 
to 
extinguish 
the 


flames .and stay their progress. Men, 
boys, and 
even women, worked 
un- 


ceasingly and fearlessly to that end, 
but the fire continued to gain head- 
way and soon got entirely beyond con- 
trol of the gallant bucket 
brigade, 


composed of the villagers, and the 
B^ickeye Lake road men. 


It was then decided to telephone 


fof help and the Newark department 
was notified. 
The Newark men ar- 


rived about 4 o'clock, but the fire had 
been gotten under control and 
the 


efforts were almost wholly confined 
to saving adjoining property. 


The burned district covers several 


acres and extends from High street 
on the south side of Main, east to the 
canal, and every 
building was de- 


stroyed except the Rettke property, 
corner of Main and High. The wind 
was blowing from 
the west at the 


time. At the canal the fire leaped 
across 'Main to Basin street, anl sev- 
eral buildings on this street, and 
the. north side of Main were PJSO con- 
sumed. 


The buildings destroyed wero: 
Dr. Bohannan's oflice, a frame build- 


ing, and is a total loss, as is the con- 
tents, which it ;"s thought it is thought 
were covered by insurance, but the 
Doctor had gone to Columbu; and 
could not be seen.

A remarkable fact about the fire is 


its freedom from accidents, n^ne of 
even a minor nature being reported. 


Several families living over the dif- 


ferent stores had narrow escapes 
from burning to death. The family of 
Mr. Geo. Kemery who were living ov- 
er the general store of Mr. Samuel 
Rosebrough, were awakened by the 
crackling of the fire and ran to the 
door, intending to use the outside 
stairway to'reach the ground. When 
the door was opened the stairway, the 
only means of escape from the burn- 
ing building had been destroyed. 


Mr. Kemery then threw a mattress 


to the'ground and the family reached 
safety by jumping on that.

reached the village, the scene was in- 
deed a desolate one. The ruins weio 
smoldering and here and there tongue;: 
of flame leaped from the various parts 
and the entire burned district was en- 
veloped in - a haze of smoke. Here 
and there knots of men and women 
discussed the various phases of the 
fire, their faces plainly indicating that 
they were dazed by the dreadful cal- 
amity that had befallen the quiet vil- 
lage. 
They evidently really do not 


realize the extent of the .disaster yet, 
as the entire business section oC the 
town is in ruins, only one store left 
standing. 


The ruin in the burned district is 


cause~ls~a mystery. 


A possible explanation of the cause 


is that<t>ne of the lamps used to light 
the store after hours, exploded, and 
extended to the stock. 


Business is at a stand still today in 


the historic little town, which yester- 
day was in the heydey of a business 
boom, which had been augmented by 
the location__pf the terminus of the 
Columbus, Buckeye Lake and Newark 
Traction 
company, 
and its power 


house. 


The fire which laid in ashes the 


business portion of the place wiped 
out much of the historic part of the 
town. 


Hebron was one of the older towns 


of the state and during the early dec- 
ades of the last century was famous 
in the running as the capital of the 
state. Prominent in that memorable 
struggle, it was at the time admirably 
situated at, the intersection of the 
national road and the Ohio canal, the 
two early civilizers which made the 
paths straight for the wealth and 
population of the now powerful state 
of Ohio. In the ruins of the fire to 
day remains a stone dock on the can- 
al, a better one perhaps, than was 
boasted of at any other point on the 
canal. 


The alarm of fire was given by the 


ringing of bells and was passed from 
mouth to ear so that in a few moments 
after 
its 
discovery 
pandemonium 


reigned. 


There is no organized or equipped 


village 
department 
to combat fire.

inquiry today Rear Admiral Taylor

DYNAMITE AND MINERS. 


L«B* ImBmftr From Accl*e«t Re- 


••Iti la Contempt of Dancer 


"After .a miner had handled dynamite 


for eight or ten years without a serious 
mishap it i» a good idea to put him to 
doing something else about the works," 
•aid a gentleman of this city who lias 
tiad a great deal of experience with hiju 
explosives. "Tho chances are a hundred 
to one that his long immunity from ac- 
cident has given him1 such a contempt 
for danger that he is an unconscious 
menace to everybody on the premises. 
He will do things that not only imperil 
his own life, but the lives of all his 
comrades. 
To give you an illustra- 


tion, once I had an old Cornishman a1 
work at a mine in which I was inter- 
ested and had intrusted him with .1 
general supervision of all the blasting 
He had been handling dynamite for 
twenty years or more and was justly 
regarded as an expert. 
During that 


entire perlfld he had never bed an acri 
dent worth speaking of. and by die 
grees the care and vigilance that were 
responsible for his excellent lecord bnc 
•worn away until be was beginning to 
entertain the delusion, common to old 
hands, that the danger of the stuff was 
very mueh exaggerated. 


"One day I was passing through a 


cut where some blasting had been go- 
ing on and noticed the old Cornishman 
hammering a drill into what seemed to 
be a boring In the rock.

"I am sure it was he who 
ordered the brigands to carry off Miss 
Stone," said Dr. Mesropian.. "He or- 
dered her to be taken across the Bul- 
garian border so as to distract sus- 
picion from himself. It is a move in 
retaliation for the enforced payment
